NAACP EXTENDS CLEVELAND 
SCHOOL SUIT TO SUBURBS 


The Cleveland de- 
segregation suit was 
extended to the suburbs 
Monday in briefs filed by 
the NAACP with U.S. 
District Judge Frank J. 
Battisti. 4 

Summarizing arguments 
made at the trial, which 
ended Feb. 5, the NAACP 
said school boundaries 
between Cleveland and its 
suburbs are not meaning- 
fully separate and asked 
the court to order a de- 
segregation plan for the 
entire Cuyahoga County. 

NAACP lawyers argued 
that the policies of -the 
school system, the state 
and the federal govern- 
ment have caused re- 
sidential segregation in the 
county; an argument, 
which, if accepted, could 
have a significant impact 
on the Columbus 
desegregation case. 

Actions which 
implicated the state, 

according to the NAACP. 
have included 
encouraging whites to flee 
to the suburbs by reim- 
bursing school districts for 
busing private and paro- 
chial pupils, failing to 
enforce desegregation as 


part of the state's minimum 
standards for chartering 
school districts, causing 
residential segregation by 
not acting against real 
estate salesmen and 
lending institutions who 
sought to contain blacks in 
certain areas and 
approving 
boundary changes which 
affected the racial 
sition of schools. 

The NAACP contended 
that Cleveland and subur- 
ban school districts should 
pool resources as they do 
already to educate

resident of MNA, said it 
as been incorporated 

under the name of Near 
East Service Organization, 
Inc., a non-profit agency.. 
As such, with a staff of 
volunteers, ~“‘we--are 
functioning under the 
formula established by 
Model Cities and are 
endeavoring to offer the 
community the same ser- 
vices," he said. 

The same four districts 
and the same four elected 
moderators are involved in 
the new program, Hargrow 
said in a CALL & POST 
interview. He identified the 


moderators and districts as 
follows: 
District |, Tilmon B. 


Adamson, two, Rev: 
Stowe, three, Raymond

Parks.’ Lowery is ‘also 
chairman. of the Neighbor- 
hood Review — Board, 
Hargrow said. 

He identified other mem- 
bers-of the staff as, Calvin 
Burton, coordinator, Mrs. 
Jesse Bartlett, Senior 
Citizens and health; Joyce 
Valentine, education, Gay- 
nelle__Lewis, building 
receptionist who also 
handles referrals, Joel 
Scott, consultant and Sue 
Matthews, bookkeeper. All 
were formerly MNA paid 


employees, are now 
volunteering their services, 
Hargrow said. 


The group is still located 
in the MNA building at 924 
E. Main St., under a lease 
with-the-East-Central-Com- 
munity Organization 
(ECCO). 

In this recently 
modernized three story 
building, Harbrow said 
they are offering services 
in the areas of zoning, site 
inspections, --employment, 
health, food stamps, 
housing, welfare. He said 
they are also working 
closely with CETA and the 
Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services on 
crime and delinquency.

The CDA'MNA agree- 
ment,. according to Har- 
grow, allowed MNA to 
establish an escrow funds 
for use after Dec. 31. These 
funds were to be used to 
cover maintenance of the 
building, and meet.the 
Jaase~ a>-eement—-with 
ECCO, to pay for ‘lights, 
heat and security of the 
premises. Under the 
assumption that the agree- 
ment was valid, MNA set 
up an escrow fund 
earmarked specifically to 
pay expenses of the items 
mentioned above. 

However, on Jan. 14, 
CDA advised MNA that the 
funds could not be used, 
even if they had been 
committed prior to the Dec. 
31 cutoff date. As a result,

3 Redesign Called For 


Ohio echools through com- 
prehensive ‘study and 
upgrading of the minimum 


standards for elementary 
and secondary schools 


was called for this week by 
the State Board of Educa- 
tion; - 
The demands of an in- 
creasingly sophisticated 
society for an improved 
educational system 
necessitates redesign of 
current standards,-State 
Board member Walter A. 
Burks, Jr,, of Cleveland, 
said. 

“‘Complexities of 
American technological 


society,” Burks said, ' ‘have - 


placed unprecedented 
demands upon education 
through the requisite that a 
still higher percentage of 
youth be educated even 
more comprehensively 
than In the past.” 

The standards should 
reflect a educational 
needs of youth who will 
spend the majority of their 
lives in the 21st century, he 
said. 

Standards will. be 
studied carefully and op- 
portunities will be provided 
for all interested parties to 
voice their concerns about 
revision, 

State chartering of 
elementary and secondary 
schools depends upon 
compliance with minimum 
standards. They are the 
“foundation upon which 
the curricular, organiza- 
tional and staffing prac- 
tices of the schools are 
payerane’, Burks said.

The Easter lily is larger 
than the more generally 
known Madonna lily. It was 
introduced in Bermuda, 
from Japan, at the middie 
of the last century. In 1882 
the florist W.K. Harris 
brought it-to the U.S. and 
spread its use here. Since 
it. flowers first around 
Easter time in this part of 
the world, it soon came to 
be called “Easter lily." The 
American pubiic im- 
mediately accepted the im- 
plied suggestion and made 
it a symbolic feature of the 
Easter celebration. Chur- 
ches began using it as a 
decoration Easter Day and 
people adopted it as a 
favorite in their homes for 
the Easter solemnities. ' 

Although the Easter lily 
did not directly originate 
from. religious. symbolism, 
it. has acquired that sym- 
bolism and quite ap- 
proirately so. its radiant 
whiteness, the delicate 
beauty of shape and-form; 
its joyful and solemn 
aspects, certainly make it 
an eloquent herald of the 
Easter celebration. 
Besides, lilies have always 
been symbols of beauty, 
perfection and goodness. 
The Holy Scriptures, both 
of the Old and New 
Testaments, frequently 
make use of this sym- 
bolism. 

Jesus once showed the 

Aposties some lilies and 
said: “Not even Solomon 
in all his glory was arrayed 
like—one of these” (Mat- 
thew’6, 28). Now, since the 
Lord Himself stated that 
lilies—are more glorious 
than” the greatest earthly 
splendor, it certainly is fit- 
ting that we use these 
beautiful flowers to glorify 
Him—on*the day of His 
resurrection.
